A. H. Harrison, 
Director of Penal Institutions and 
chairman of the Penal Board, ex- 
plained that one of the reasong the 
board retained him was the diffi.

ON WARRANT CHARGING GRAND 
LARCENY FROM INTERNATIONA

Officer of Holding Com- 
pany Tells of Issuing 
Blank Stock Certificates 
on Toombs’ Order. 


Roy C. Toombs, president of the 
International Life Insurance Co., 
will submit to arrest in Chics zo 
tomorrow, On the warrant issued 
here today by Circult Attorney 8id- 
ener, charging him with grand lar- 
ceny and specifying a part of the 
$3,562,000 assets which he re- 
moved from the company’s assets. 
He will resist extradition to 6t. 
Louls. 

This information came to &St. 
Louis Police Headquarters this aft- 
ernoon in a telegram from the Chi- 
cago Detective Bureau, replying \o 
a request for Toombs’ arrest. The 
Deputy Commissioner of Detectives 
sald it would be necessary for the 
St. Louis police to send a certified 
copy of the warrant. On receipts 
of this, he said, Toombs’ attorney 
would surrender him, and would 
then fight extradition. This will 
take the case to Gov. Small at 
Springfield for decision. 

Toombs was released yesterday 
afternoon from the $10,000 bond 
which he gave after his arrest in 
Chicago on a general request froin 
the St. Louis authorities Saturday 
night, 

The warrant charges that 
“Toombs, on or about last Oct. 1, 
did steal, take and carry away, with 
felonious intent to deprive the in- 
surance company of their use and 
convert them to his own use, cer- 
tain bonds to the total amount of 
$104,000". These bonds were of 
Toole County, ‘Mont., $15,000, and 
of the following Texas counties: 
Aransas County, $15,000; Eastland 
County, $22,000; Franklin County. 
$15,000; "Gillespie County, $30,000: 
and Travis County, $7600.

“SANE FEMINISM” 


Catholic Church Has trays 


Recognized and Encouraged 
That Type, He Says. 


By the Associated Presa. 
ROME, Aug. 15.—The Catholic 


Church has always recognized and 
encouraged the sane ambitions of 


modern feminism, declared Pope 
Pius today, speaking before the 
Sacred Congregation of Rites. The 
history of women's religious or. 
ders confirmed this, he said, since 
thev are independent of episcopal! 
jurisdiction. 

“If, therefore, today woman. in 
going back to feminist ideala 


turns her regard to the examples 


of the saints and to the teachings 
of the church she will find a just 
and holy response to her aspira- 
tions,” said the Pontiff. 

The occasion was the solemn 
proclamation of virtue of the ven- 


erable Paola Frassineti, who found- 


ed the Sisters of Saint Dorothy 
The Pontiff said that the newly 
proclaimed venerable had by her 
‘generous consecration toeGoi in 
the flower of her virgin purity.” 
shown to the world of today ‘the 
beauty of Christian modesty in a 
moment when it seems woman is 
doing everything in order to anni- 
hiliate in herself everything char- 
acteristic which renders her more 
beautiful, namely, purity, simpli- 
city and modesty.” 

This, he said, net only wag true 
among persons belonging “to the 
world for whom-—terrible thing— 
Jeais was unwilling to pray, but 
also among many who do not wish 
to renounce the glory of the Chris- 
tian name. This is blindness, sole- 
ly explicable by remembrance of 
what fascination is exercised by 
vanity of which the scriptures 
speak with such grave words.” 

The Pope added that modern 
ferninism preached nothing  be- 
yond that woman should be suf- 
ficient to herself and render her- 
self independent of suggestions and 
subjugation to men and open her 
own ways for herself. 

“Very well, ff all that this tm. 
plies is the respect due all con- 
sciences and respect toward all di- 
vine and human taws, the church 
has always recognized and encour- 
aged stich feminism,” the Pope 
said. “The example of venerable 
Fre«sineti confirms it.” 

Previously in commenting on the 
proclamation of virtue of the Ba- 
varian Capuchin, Conrad von Par- 
zahn, the Pontiff remarked that 
his generous abandonment of pa- 
ternal wealth “is teaching us the 
beauty of renunciation and Cliris- 
tian mortification tn a moment in 
which the cupidity for earthly 
things is the cause of so much ter- 
rible evil in private and communal 
life.”

PADIY BRAZILIAN 
DIAMOND FIELDS 


Prospectors Who Went on 

_ Warpath After Fraud by 
Employers Are Driven In- 
to Another State. 


By the Associated Press. 


RIO JANEIRO, Aug. 15.—Ten 
thousand vigilantes under Jose 
Morbeck, who is nicknamed “‘the 
Cecil Rhodes of South America,” 
have ended two months of guer- 
rilal warfare in Matto Gross by 
driving 2000 disgruntled native dia- 
mond prospectors across the border 
of the State of Guyaz, 

Reports of the trouble reaching 
here tell of fights in the jungle 
and uplands of the rich diamond 
fields, of night forays, the burning 
of towns and the wiping out of in- 
habitants of several communities. 

The trouble started when atives 
found they had been paid in coun- 
terfeit money for weeks of pros- 
pecting work in the stifling hot 
jungles. The use of fake money 
had become a common practice 
among the irresponsible foreign ad- 
venturers who infest the _ region, 
and finally the natives decided to 
wipe out the boss prospectors. 

Homes of Citizens Burned. 

A period of lawlessness followed, 
rivaling the days of old-time Amer- 
ican Indian warfare. There was 
burning of scattered homes 
hamlets and massacre of the in- 
habitants. Prospectors were am- 
bushed and robbery and plain mur- 
der were common. 

The Governor of Matto Grosso 
tried to control the situation with 
State troops, but gave up after sev- 
eral disastrous engagemetns. 

Then Morbeck, uncrowned king 
of the district, called on his own 
adherents. Ten thousand rallied 
to him while the malcontents cen- 
tered their cause under a bandit 
chief known as “Carvalhinho,” 
which is the Portuguese name for 
the sturdy water oak. 

Vigilantes Drive Out Bandits. 

Morbeck’s force wah oOverwhelm- 
ing, and the bandit’s 2000 men 
were driven into Guyaz. There they 
were give nasylum and the right 
to work in the diamond fields after 
the Governor had disarmed them 
and exacted promises of peaceful 
conduct. 

The diamond felds of the two 
states have been the scenes of 
“Wild West” happenings since 
1918, when a German prospector 
found the first gems in the Ara- 
guaya River region. Adventurers 
of every stripe poured into the 
fields from all parts of the globe. 

They were far from transporta- 
tion or other contacts with civiliza- 
tion and made their own laws, en- 
forcing them in their own way, if 
an individual did not like the rules 
of a camp, he was free to move to 
another, provided his objections 
were not expressed to forcibly. In 
that case he got free burial. The 
practice of paying natives with 
counterfeit money grew up among 
the worst elements of the prospec- 
tors.
